It muſt be pretty Carping with 
our Reaſon, if, like Mr. ——— you pretend to 
Object, Do I queſtion the Power of the Almighty in 
Joyning the Body at the Laſt Day; be it Cut, Part- 
ed, or Broken, and the, ſeveral Joynts bury'd ſe- 
parately in ſeveral Places? No indeed, God for- 

4 id: For the Almighty's Fat at the Firſt Day, 
did More than this; and at the Laſt, can do much 
More: Rut it is very Demonſtrable to me, that 
the Dnickning Spirit and Soul are one; As in 
Baſpfulneſs we Bluſh, nay even Sweat for Uncom- 
mon Actions. In Gallantry and Honour, the 
Soul curbs the Fleſh, and all the bright Imitations 
of the Deity that appear in Mar, in Patience, Long- 
Suffering; and in Meekneſs, in Courage, in Humility, 
in Conduct, in Happy, yet Obſtinate Virtue, are 
Arguments, That the Soul is Regent, and ſhall 
ever Live; But the beſt the Body can perform, is 
to Mutter out when guided by the Spirit. As the 
Poet has it, | 
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—— —Nurs'd me up in Blood, 
And taught me to be Obſtinately Good. 


Again, to ſhew you, my Friend, that, as the Body 
would ſhrink from the Guilt of the Soul: So to 
prove that the Pnickning. Spirit is what remains 
of the Body, and what we Erroneoufly call Con- 
ſcience, which is no more than the Check of our 
Living Soul to our Quichning Spirit. Thus we 
have Attendant, a Good and a Guardian Angel; 
A Male Genius to Tempt us to Evil Actious: And 
when the holy Living Soul gives that happy Check 
to our Duickning Spirit. Thus we have Attend- 
ant, a Good Body of Spirit (as was ſaid before) Af- 
ſuming the Adam Heavenly, as he was firſt made; 
and without it, we can never expect to be Tran- 
ſlated, no, not in the very Puicknng Spirit, much 
more as he in the Living Soul walked and talked 
with GOD. From the oppoſite Abſurdities, and 
Clearing this, ariſes ſuch Wilful Servants of the 
Devil as Mr. Aſgill. Through miſtake of this, 
Dr. Coward: (wants Conſideration too) and ſhame- 
fully uſes a Perhaps! By the Diſtinction of Soul 
and Spirit, you ſee no more is meant, than as 
the two” fold Compariſon made by St. Faul; A. 
dam was made a Living Soul. In very plain Terms, 
until he Tranſgreſs'd; Ergo, he was a Quick- 
ning Spirit after his Fall : The Form of his Body, 
was no doubt, of Brighter and Purer Matter, 
than our Orders, are, his Guilt having Changec 
his former Condition; it ſeems very Eaſy tome, 
I conjecture ** : And take the Scripture in the 
moſt Gemine Senſe, when I ſay he was (then) 
when a Quickning Spirit, the ſame that we * 
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and in his own Order: I take that to be the Quick- 
ning Spirit which {hall be Judged; For there 2s 
one Glory of the Sun, and another Glory of the Moon, © 
ſays the ſame Scripture : and another Glory of the 
Stars; for as one Star differeth from another in Glory, 
Why not? One Sou! differ rom Another ſo far, 
as that the Living Soul, when it is ſo Tranſlated. 
(not the Fle/hly corrupted Body) but that which it 
is when become that Pure and Undefiled Soul 
that Adam firſt was; and this is left in our Power 
fill to be: and it is the @mcknng Spirit that 
muſt appear , and give an Account of its Evil, 
before it becomes a Living Soul For St. Pal, 
Ads 13. Ver. 35. Speaking of our Szviour's. Re- 
ſurrection; ſays of God, ind as concerning that be. 
Razſed him up from the Dead, now uo more to return 
fo Corruption, &c. In 36, and 37th Verſes, yet 
more plainly demonſtrated. For David, after he 
had ſerved his own Generation by the Fill of God, fell on 
Sleep, and was laid unto his Fathers, and ſaw Corrup-- 
tion. But he whom God raiſed again, ſaw no Cor- 
ruption. So thoſe whom God raiſes, are not to 
ſee Corruption. But enough of this till hereafter. 
Secondly then, if it ſhall be prov d that God 
Himſelf has Revealed it to May in Sacred Writ, 
How Fan is it, and abſurd to Oppoſe the Holy

To Expound then ſtill from the ſame Text; 
The laſt Enemy that ſhall be Deſtroyed is Death And 
fince the laſt Enemy that ſhall be ſo Deſtroyed, 
as that in the Sting we ſuffer thro' Alam, ſo the 
ſecond Adam ſhall obtain the Victory.

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Help in my Power, Good and Evil are laid before 
me; z and to pretend that I, or any Body elſe, in 
this Corruptible Body ſhall be Tranflated to an In- 
corruption; and tho the Mortal ſhall be Bleſt with 
Immortality, the Spirit muſt be Refin'd and Quick- 
ned by: its own Juſtification ; or I am much a- 
fraid, as the Tree falls, ſo it may be ſaid to lie. 
But that God Himſelt has Revealed it to Man, 


Leſſon, is the Keſinrettion of the Dead; It is ſown 
in Diſhoour, it 1s raiſed in Glory, &c. Is any thing 
more Edifying than this Doctrine to the Quick- 
uing of the Spirit? Is any Demonſtration in all 
the Tropes and Figures of the Schools more, 
than that the Reſin rection of the Dead being Sown 
in Corruption, that is the Body without the Quick- 
ning Spirit is Sawn in Weakneſs; but Raiſed in 
Power , Is any thing (as I ſay): more plain, than 
the following words, to Confute as many Ailites 
and Cowards, as there are Atoms in an Iſland. 
Viz, There is a Natural Body, and there is a Spi- 
ritual Body; then you'll ſay out of the ſame place; 
Howbeit, that was not firſt which was Spiritual; but 
that which is Natural, aud afterwards that which is 
Spiritual? | A 
For if it be ' ſown to Diſbonom (in the Grave, 
we have this to our Comfort) that it is Raiſed in 
Glory : The ſecond Man is the Lord from Heaven. A. 
is the Earthy, ſuch are they that are Earthy; Aud 


45 is the Heavenly," ſuch are they alſo that are Hea- 


venly : And as we have born the Image of the Eartby, 
we ſhall alſo bear the Image of the Heavenly. Now 
this I ſay Brethren, that Fleſb and Blood cannot in- 
Herit the Kingdom of God, neither doth Corruption 
znberit Incorruption.

thou fhew Wonders among the Dead Or ſhall the 
Dead riſe up again and Praiſe thee ® And ver. II.

the Improvement of the Soul, like the De- 
ſtruction of the Body ? And we ſhall all be Chang- | 
ed in the Twinkling of an Eye. WHAT CAN 
THAT MEAN ? Or how ſhall it be more Brief- 
ly Expreſt, than that our @aickning Spirit in a 
Moment ſhall become that Living Soul. And a- 
gain; the Dead ſhall be raiſed Drcorruptible, it 
therefore appears, That the Dnickning Spirit, fo 
often made mention of, is, that Incorruptible Body 
which ſhews the Soul ſo Duickned, is the Body in 
all its Effects, Unanſwerably ſo; Or the Light of 
Nature, Philoſophy, Reaſon, Religion, Morality, 
and our Behef it ſelf, muſt be Eclipſed without 
this. As Mr. Vinterton ſays: WHO CAN THINK 
OF ETERNITY ? And as St. Paul in his Epi- 
{tle to the Romans, Chap. 7. ver. 24, and 25. O 
wretched Man that I am, Who ſhall deliver me from 
this Body of Death ? I thank God through Feſus 
Cbriſt our Lord. So then, with the Mind, I my ſelf 
ſerve the Law of God; but with the Fleſh the Law of 
Sin. Now the words, with the Mind, is the ſame 
that is fignify'd by the Soul or Spirit; therefore, 
as no Immortality can be had on this Side the 
Grave, the Promiſe is both the Comfort and Con- 
ſolation. Is any thing more uſually expreſt, than 
to ſay; The Body yon may Hurt, but the Soul ye can- 
note Then, O Death, where is thy Sting, that 
we have occaſion to fear the Time; and, O grave, 
where is thy Victory, ſince we can Triumph over

thee in the Spirit. 
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Thirdly, Then, if we have not yet given an 
Entire Satisfaction in this Matter, enough to ſet 
aſide Cavil or Scope for Argument, we will ; For 
what makes moſt for this Common Receiv'd Opi- 
nion: is theſe Two Things, What ſhall it be thought 
a thing Incredible that God can Raiſe the Dead? 
This is one; and well may Men of Vulgar Edu- 
cation Ruſh into the Error, when ſo ſacred a Poet 


as Cowley, runs into a fort of filent Damnation. 


IT ſhall like Beaſt or Common People die, 
Unleſs Fame write my Elegy—— 


The other Staggering Point is, as we may ſay, 


Did the Apoftle who was Bleſs'd for Believing 


when he ſaw and felt, did he nuſtake? Was at 


not Fleh and Blood, when he Conſulted the A 
cending Savio? Verily and Indeed, his might 
be ſo. But as to our Hardneſs of Heart, and the 
Deſpair we fall in, if we once Doubt of our Al- 
mighty's Power to Raiſe the Dead. The Dead in 
Spirit is one thing, and the Dead in our Conſumed 
Fi is another; And thoſe that became the fff 
Fruits of them that Slept. This I take to be the 
Myſterical Body. The Dead in Spirit may Bury the 
Dead in the Fleſh : And to have a Dead Senſe of 
Things, and not to be Numbred among thoſe 
who were Quickned in this Life, and became Liv- 
ing Souls to our Knowledge, as Certain as we can 


Conclude any thing, Martyrs , Confeſſors, Saints. 


and Servants of Almighty God. Not to be ſuch as 
theſe, is to be Dead indeed. And rather would L 
not be, than to be without the fure and certain 
Hope of a Joyful Reſurrection after this Life. 


Thercfore 
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Therefore that we may no longer be like the 
Swine that Eat the Fruit, and never look up to 
the Tree, let us Conſider how Impious and Af 
fronting it is to Vex the Holy Spirit of God, by 
Suggeſting and Impoſing other Things than what 


is mentioned in Holy Mrit; For iu Luke 16. ver.31. 


And be ſaith unto them, If they hear not Moſes and 


the Prophets, neither will they be Perſwaded; th 


One Roſe from the Dead: And again in Chap. 21.
